PITBHC FINANCES. 

No fact proves more clearly tlio suoeoss- 
ful administrrttiou of the Goverment by 
the present Ministry than tlio minority 
report of tlio Public Accounta Committeu. 
After rammagin- through ovory Dopart- 
meat. puiting tlio country to much unno- 
oessary eicpoDso, and behaving in a very 
ungontlemnnly manner in and out of tbo 
House, -what bavo tho minority disoover- 
ed ? A mare's nebt. They rojiort that in 
July of last year S16,00O ^Ya3 paid to Dr. 
Tjlraio and Mr. Finlayson for tho Thetis 
Cove proporty, under au award from a 
court of arbitration formed attheinstanoo 
of their prodeceasora and necessarily ap- 
proved of by tho prosont Govornment. 
This fact m% knowa months ago, and the 
award of the arbitrators baa beon already 
published. That tbo "Walkom Govern- 
ment were guilty of a grave indiscrotion 
in incurring liabilities on Dock account 
before they knaw where the money, to pray, 
for it was to come from, or what- aim thiB. 
Proviiieo would be called upon to pay for 
the ground, is universally conoededi The 
Drydook polioy of tho Walkamites was a 
stupendous and expensive folly. When 
Mr. Walkem visited London to lie at tlio 
foot of the Throne—after rejecting Bail- 
way tarma that the oonntry would gladly 
aooept to-day— withoat tbo sligl^teat aha- 
ioir of authority from the Iiogielature, 
without a dear idea of wlieiibe the iuoney 
to pay for it was to oome, vrithbtit know- 
ing at which point the Book was to be 
locatod, be actually entered into a con- 
tract with one London firm to supply 
$40,000 worth of pumping machinery, 
and with ahother firm for the supply of 
several hundred tons of cement for the 
drydock. The total amount expended on 
drydook account during that pleasure-trip 
waa $55,000. In the nucoooding summer 
the Lands and Works— to influence tho 
general elootion — gave out a contract for 
the oonstruction of tho ooCordum at on 
expensG of some §49,000, thus swelling 
the liability on Dock acoount to SlOl.OOO. 
When the" Walkom Govornmont -wore 
(happily for the country,) bundled into 
tbo public square, every dollar of . this 
largo amount remained for, thoir.'.snooes- 
sors to pay oCE, together with' othisr large 
sums oxpoaded in direct disobedience of 
the commands of tho Legisjature. 

When Mr. Vornou took charge of tho 
Lands and Works Department . he found 
that upwards of S2G3,O00 was owing to 
contractors for work done or contracts 
awarded in 1875. Ho found, also, that 
although but Si'JO.lll had been voted for 
the service of. the department for 1875, a 
Bum of $144,000 in excess of the Vote had 
been expended. Nor was this all. Em- 
braced in the authorized voto of $199,111 
was the sum of ^pl50,000 for dry dookcon- 
Btraotion. Of this amount but$80,000 had 
been expended on the object for which 
the Legislature directed it to be spent, 
the remaining §120,000 having beon laid 
out on works not authorized by tbo Legia- 
latura. Adding, there fore, this sum of 
8120,000 to the $144,111 oxcess of expen- 
diture on other objects, and wo iiavo a 
total unauthorized exponditiiro in 1^75 of 
$264,111 1 The condition in which Mr. 
Hamphreys found the Treasury was even 
more grave. He ascertained that the 
Dominion subsidy waa in pawn for an 
advance of .SlfjO.OOU from Canada; that a 
largo amount of dobontures was i^ledgod 
to the bank aud to private parties to se- 
cure loans aggregating SlC0,O0O;and that 
$18,000 helougiug to tho Rippon eotate 
had been drawn from tho bank and 
squandered— tho Lord only knows how 
or on what objocts. 

"With this gloomy state of financial af- 
fairs etaring them in tho face; with a 
Bccre of contractors and workingmon with 
familie.s in distress applying daily at tho 
Treasury for thoir pay, (a part of which 
had been owing for months) , it b(3oamo 
necessary to provide moans fo- meeting 
the claims. It must ba^ re|aemho red that 
had tho advances made on sdcurity of tho 
bonds not beon met at maturity 
the debentures hold as security, (they 
were largely in excess of tbo sum loaned ) 
would have been forfaited. A Tax Till, a 
Boad Tolls Bill and a Loan Bill were in- 
troduoed into tho Houso and passed. Tho 
lax aud road tolls scliunicH liavu j)rovod an 
entire success. If we miitako not, a nnm 
in excess of the estimate has been already 
received at tbo Treasury and a ' consider- 
able amount is still duo. With roapoct to 
the loan an unexpected and unpatriotic 
attack Avas Hust duod from tliu chief organ 
of tbo Opposition. Gat)itiilist« hero and 
abroad wore cautioned not ttj invest one 
dollar in tho bonds; tho act was illegal; 
thero was no sinking fund; tho country 
was declining in wealth and population; 
wo were about to secede from tho ooufi^ra- 
tiou; tho present Govornmont were dis- 
hoDOflt; and so on and on until a few 
capitalists only were _ foand with 
Bufliciont courage to invest in the deben- 
tures. Having reduced the public credit 
to as low au ebb as po33iblQ,a person con- 
nouted with the chief Opposition press, 
acting in the interest of a ring, made an 
offer for the debentures at a price far be- 
low their face. This nfTor wru; refused. 
Mr. Drake, in tho intercHt of bunu fide 
English capitalists, subsequently offyred 
93 cents for the bondsjbut the Oovern- 
ment positively deoHned to take less than 
their face. During this time the Oppo-

Of the Select Standing Committee on 
on Public Aoconnts from 1st Janu- 
> uary, 1876, to Slst December 
1876. 

Mr. Speaker; 

1. Your Oomraitteobeg leave toRoport, 
that in reference to the Loan of S350,00'J 
authorized under ibe "British Coluinbia 
Loan Act, 1876," wo find that the Govou- 
ment have issued to various persons De- 
lionturoa, amounting to 886,000, at pat, 
boariug interest at 7 percent per annum. 
That t!io balance of Dobenturos, vi?,., — 
S;2l31,ObO bearing interest at 7 per cent, 
per annum, were deposited with the Bank 
of British Columbia on 3rd of July, 1876, 
under the 'oUowing conditions, viz.; — 
That the Government were at liberty to 
overdraw tlieir account -.vith the Bank of 
British Columbia to tho extent of 8240,000 
up to lat February, 1877, against the de- 
posit of $-'i64,000 of 7 f,er cent. Bonds as 
collateral, security, the interest on the 
overdraft to bo charged, in tho usual 
courso, lit the rato of i^er cent, per an- 
num. 

2. Ir. default of paymeat on or bofore 
the Ist February, 1877, the Bank to be at 
liberty to realize the Bonds in their poas- 
ession, and the Government to makogood 
the amount of any deficionoy that may 
arise in such realization to meet the lia- 
bility to the Bank on the said latFabraa- 
ry,l877. 

3. That the Govornment were also to 
be at liberty to withdraw, from time to 
time, up to lot February, 1877, any Bonds 
deposited as aforesaid with tho Bank, pro- 
vided that the margin of 10 cor cent, on 
the amount of Beads as compared with 
tho aggregate of the Govornment indebt- 
edness to the Bank is maintained, tho 
liiuii of overdraft being accordingly roduo 
ed as Bonds are withdrawn. 

i. That tho overdraft of the Govern- 
ment on the 3l8t December, 1870, at tho 
Bank of British Columbia was $270,925 50, 
bearing interest at tho rato of 8 per cent, 
per annum. 

5. That the amount of interest paid 
on overdraft from Ist June to 31st De- 
cember, 1876, at 8 percent, cost 89,030. 

G. That in roforonce to the payment 
madeonthodth August, 1876, of $16,500 
34 to William Fraser Tolmie, Esn., M, P. 
P,, and Roderick Finlayson, £sq., as 
purcLaaa money and interest at 10 per 
cent, per annum on a portion of Lot 22, 
Esquimau, for Graving Dock purposes, 
your Committee do not find any special 
Order in Oounoil explaining it, or Gov- 
ernor's warrant specially authorizing tliig 
particular payment; but they do find 
that tho amount was paid under authority 
of a requisition from tho Lands aud 
Works Department No. 1 for January, 
1876, and following month, reqiiesiiug 
authority, amongst sums for other public 
works, for the Department to draw from 
tho Treasury $100,000 on Graving Dock 
uocount. 

7. That reqriisition No. 1 amountecl to 

8278,070, was approved on 2d June, 1876, 
by tlie Governor in Council, that tho pay- 
ment waa niado on an order from the 
Lands and Works D3partmont by two 
cheques issued thereunder from tho Trea- 
sury on the Bank of British Columbia for 
tho sum of §8,295 1 7 each, signed by J .■ 
Judson Young, Deputy-Treasurer, and 
countersigned by the Honorable A. 0. El- 
liott, Provincial Soorotary, 

8. That this money was paid under an 
award of the Arbitrators. 

9. That by letter dated 2:Jrd of March, 
1871!, aud signed John Ash, Provincial 
Secretary, tho Manager of the Bank of 
British Columbia was instructed that for 
tbo future and until further iDstrnctiouH 
cheques from tho Treasury would bo sign- 
ed by Mr. James Judson Young and coun- 
rersigned by tho Miuistor of Finance, and 
that wh>--a cheques exceed $2,500 they 
would require the additional oountersig- 
nntnro of one of the Ministers or of the 
Deputy Provincial Secretary. 

10. Your Committee do not find that at 
the timo these payment were made euoh 
instrnotions had been resoiaded either by 
letter or Order in Oonuoil, but the rule 
was deviated from in lK7i and 1875 when 
Mr. Armstrong was Ministur of Finance, 
aud wuH not acted upon by his sucoessor 
Mr. Humphreys; nor has the rule been 
obwrved since, all payments being now 
male under tho cuiintorsignncuro of one 
Minister. 

11 jThut tho interest paid on the 'Itu 
August, 187G, to Messrs. Tolmie and Eiu- 
la.\S')n amounted to $1,315 SI 

12. That a reqniBition No. 2 for July 
null following months from Lands antl 
Works Department for the amount of 
$1,G75 was approved of by the governor 
in Council on 7th July, 1876. 

1.1. That r. requisition No. 3 forNovom- 
bcr niul arrears of 1H7() from tlio LandH 
and Works Dopartment for the amount of 
$189,582 was approved of by the Uovera- 
or in Ooriucil on 2lBt December, 1876.

iOONPIiTOIOK OF HON. MB;.UAiai>6NAIiD's 

SENATE.IiIarcb 13. 

Were the Government of this 
country anxious to refer their side of 
tho case to England. Quite the con- 
trary. They said:-— "That thoy had 
no casQ to submil, but did not object 
to au opiiiiou being given aa to wbothor 
tbo exertions of tho Government and 
tho dilligouce ahowu had not been just 
and fair." With-' each . i^luotanca on 
both sides how oomoa it>nbw . that these 
questions are submittedi I'am:anxious 
to find out the power Si/hioh baa Been 
moving Earl Carnni'von. In the des- 
patch of 23rd May, 187G, to be found 
in tbo correspouilenco before the 
HouHO, roforring to His ExcoUoncy's 
visit to British Columbia, aud tbo 
memorial from thai- Province, ho Bays: 
"I prefer to postpoae the consideration 
of tho papera uutiji; aftev. that ^vent." 
Moaning the Villi' And in the 'des- 
patch of the 18tli December, on the 
same subject. His Lordship says: "It 
has not been possible for you to com- 
plete and transmit to lue your official 
report of this visit." Aud in another 
paragraph in the same despatch ho 
uiivs: "I have already learned enough 
of' your proceedings to feel assured 
that I do not misinterpret ~ the result 
of your visit. " 

From those oxtvaeta it will, I think, 
bo seen that Jiiarl Carnarvon framed 
hia dcHputch of tho 18th Docembor 
187G, on the jirivnto or public reports 
of His Excellency. And any such 
public report should have formed a 
part of the. correspondenoe brought 
down, as it-bears directly on the ques- 
tion at issue between the Dominion 
Government and our Provihco. 

I object to this question of route 
and terminus being sliunted out of tho 
jnoiier channel. It ehould stand on 
its own merits and not be iulluonced 
by any one not in a position to give an 
official, and profe.ssional opinion. In 
tbo same despatch of the 18th Decem- 
ber last we find Earl Oarnaxyon say- 
ing: '•Grftve exceptions,! understand, 
may be argued against the Bute Inlet 
route on account of the inadequacy of 
its boad waters as a safe anchorage." 
And in another paragraph ho says: 
"Tho qaostiou of tho terminus on tbo 
Pacilic is, in fact, one which could 
only bo decided after fuller and more 
conclusive reports have been procured 
from Marine Engineer's of Naval offi- 
cers than have yet been obtained." 

I will hero road an extract from the 
Spcecli of His Excellency the Govern- 
or-Geuoral at Victoria, page 17, print- 
ed pauiphlei;: — 

"'From a recent article in the 'Globe' 
it would seom as though the Bute Inlet 
route bad linaily found favor with the 
Governiueut, though I myself have no 
information on the point, and I am 
happy to see, from statistics furnished 
by that journal, that not only has the 
entire Hue to tho PaciOc been at last 
surveyed, located, audita profile taken 
out, but that tho calculated exponses 
of coustruction.though very great,aud 
to bo incurred only after voareful con- 
sideration, are 'far leas' than were an- 
ticipated. WeU; "gentlemen, should 
tho intentions of the Government prove 
correct, you are very much to bo con- 
gratulated, for I aiu well aware that 
tho lino to Bute Inlot is tho one which 
you have al'vays favored, and I nliould 
hope that now, at last, you will bo sat- 
isiied that the Canadian Govornmeut 
has used, as it undertook to do, all 
possible expedition in prosecuting the 
sitrveysof the line to the Pacific const. 
I only wi.-ih that Waddiiigton harbour, 
at tho head of the Inlet, was a better 
port. I confeHS to having but a very 
poor opinion of it." 

Of course, I have no means of knowing 
how His Excellency arrived at this 
opinion, whether from personal obser- 
vation, or from the opinions of interest- 
ed persons, but it is certain that time 
and care would be necessary to mul;o 
a thorough examination. The result 
of tho experience of profeBsioual muu 
is tho only test by which questions of 
this kind can be Hcltled. I think no 
information inoro full or ample can bo 
obtained, or will bo obtained, than 
that contained in tlio charts, reports, 
aud sailing directions published b 
tho Admiralty. I does appear 
me that tbo Right Honorable tho Sec- 
rotary of State has been influenced in 
this matter with some degree of parti- 
uliiy. When aro those Marino En- 
gineoiu that aro inoiitioned to coni- 
mouco work? "What is to ho thoir 
duty, and where are they to conio 
from? Are they to bo sent from 
England, and does all that mean 
further delay? Supposing, with the 
consent and advice of the Secretary of 
State for tho Colonies, o, terminus 
bo fiolectcd, which would afterwards bo 
found to bo in tho wrong locality, would 
the Colonial Oflico filiaro tho odium 
and royponsihility, and fdiaro the loss 
sustained? Most assuredly it would 
not — the Government of the Dominion 
would have to bear the odium, and 
this country would suffer all the loss. 

Tbia question of route and terminus 
has to bo settled in this country, and 
the sooner tho bettor — and let it ho 
done on its merits. And I hero will 
eiprcL'f tho hope thai tho Qovornmont 
will tb is year soo their way to sottlo 
this quostiou by adopting the best 
routo iu all respects. Seleot tho best, 
harbours— the most central and most 
likely to command the trade of the 
-(Torld. 

Hon. t)r. Oarrall said, in seconding 

tho motion , ho desired to cal^ attention 
to the fact that his bonorablo friend 
bad placed tho Govornmeut iu tho 
position of having to bow tho onus of 
directing their Chief Engineer to con- 
sult with the Colonial Office iu thin 
naKttor, and to oxospt two prominent 



harh<ctrson that coflat. Mr. Eloming 
must, have had instructions from some- 
wheroy and ho was satisfied that the 
Government were at tho bottom of it. 
The administration had not, unfortu- 
nately for themselves, established the 
most friendly relations on the Pacific 
Coast, and this would create additional 
irritation. If the Government had not 
advised Mr. Fleming to make this 
application — leaving out two of the 
moat prominent harbors— they should 
have done so, aixd they were culpable 
for it. . ... 
Hon. .MrvSoott said the correspondence 
asked for in this address was not iu a 
sbape to be brought down, inasmuch 
ns it was incomplete, and it was not 
desirable, iu its prosont position, that 
it should bo laid before Parliament. 
As soon as any information could be 
given, tho GoTernmeut would bo only 
too glad to lay it before the Houso. 
As to the selection of a harbor for the 
termirius of the Pacific Railway, tho 
Governtnent bad but one desire, and 
that was'to seleot a harbor suitable, aud 
find n lino that would enable them to 
build the railway to it. It was no 
argument to say that any particular 
lilaco was a good harbor, if thero waa 
no way by which to construct tho rail- 
way to it; and there would bo no uao 
in construcing the railway to tide water 
if no harbor could be obtained. He 
would a'sk the honorable gentleman to 
withdraw his motion until the corres- 
pondence was complete. 

Hon Mr. Macdonald said he had not 
asked fur tho correspondence, but for 
the instructions to Mr. Fleming, 

Hon. Mr. Scott said It would open 
up a wider question than the honorable 
gentleman was aware of . It might be 
that the harbors named by the honor- 
able gentleman were superior to all 
others, and they did not require any 
further reference or information about 
them. 

Hon. Mr. Campbell said the first 
answer of the Secretary of State seemed 
to point rather in tbo direction of diffi- 
culties in the way of bringing down 
that correspondence. That corrospnu- 
dence had not been »sked for, but the 
instructions to Mr. Fleming, an officer 
of the Governmentr on the subject of 
these questions, and one would imagine 
there must be something peculiar in 
those instructions if they could not be 
brought down. 

Hon. Mr. Scott said there was no 
objection to tho instructions being 
brought down, but the' motion includ- 
ed the correspondence. 

Eon. Mr. Macdonald, with the 
consent of the Houso, struck out the 
last clause of his motion and it was 
carried. • • •-'

If the surveys of the line on tho 
mainland portion .of .the.Provinco aro in- 
comploto thoy should be at once pushed 
vigorously forward, so that railroad con- 
struction upon thomainlaud shall bo com- 
moncod, withoutfail, at a period not later 
than that indicated in Lord Carnarvon's 
despatoh of 18ih December, 1876 " 

Mr. Speaker said this was out of order 
as the reply had already boon discussed. 
^Mr.Huniphreya said thatif tho Speaker's 
aocision was to be held good that there 
was an end to all legislation. He appeal- 
ed to the House to uphold their rights. 
J^be question is whether the reply is bo 
fore tho House or not. 

Hon. Mr. Smitiio wished to state that 
they had no objection to the amendment 
of the leader of the Opposition. Tho do- 
oision of the Speaker might bo tonablo 
but he would suggest that there may be 
some slight dififeronce between this a- 
mondmont of the hon. leador of the Op- 
position to the resolution and the amend- 
ment of the hon. member for Comox to 
the railway reply and would submit this 
for tho Sjioaker's considoration.

England has said that they did not thiiik 
it was a judicious expenditure to build the 
Eaquimalt and Nnnaiiuo railway and ho 
certainly thought that we must submit to 
the decision of tha Secret iry of State. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe did not feel called up- 
on to say anything on this subject as no 
reason had boon given for Hliikirjg out 
this clause. Ho had listened to tho lead- 
er of tho Oijposition on Thursday who 
had talked for two hours before he at- 
tempted to touch on tho matter at all and 
only produced one arguiuout against it 
in the whole of timo, Tho only reason 
the Leader of the Opposition bad urged 
for not agreeing with the Roply was bo- 
cause, as he paid, it injured tho settle- 
ment of the te^^niotl8 on the I.ilaml. Tlie 
Government said that they were "inform- 
ed by Lord Carnarvon." If a blow had 
been struck at Eaquimalt as tho Western 
terminus, it was when the Carnarvon 
Terms were aooepted. Canada claimed 
to give the Island road as compensation 
for delays and whoa tho Province accept- 
ed the Island road on these terms a blow 
was struck if ever at the contention on 
our part that Eaquimalt bad been settled 
upon irrevocably as the terminus to the 
main lino. In ihia reply there was noth- 
ing to effect tho quoation at all. Tho 
werds of Lord Carnarvon are used as a 
qnotation. The leader of the Opposition 
had said he agreed with the first part of 
tho clause, and as it happened that part 
was all that contained anything like an 
expression of opinion on our part, the 
rest was simply given as a reason for ez> 
pressing that opinion which was iu defer- 
ence to tho expressed wish of Lord Car- 
narvon upon tho subject, (hear hoar.) 
Ho did not entirely agree with all that foil 
from Mr. Armstrong, but there was a strong 
vein of common souse in some things ho 
uttered. He did not agree with that 
goutloman when ho said Lord Garuarvoii 
had given us over to the enemy. Lord 
Carnarvon was as much our friend now 
as ever, and if ho thought that Lord Car- 
narvon was ogaiust ua; tho Government 
would not have been ao careful to accept 
hia rocommGndatioiiH. England was 
the friend of thia Provinco, and to Eng- 
land wo muat loolc if any obstacle arise to 
railway eonHtruclion next year or there- 
after. Lord Carnaryon aaid Her Majesty's 
Government wore aiuioiiH to act aa the 
friend of thia Province. Tho Eritish 
Government could not (joiupel Canada 
by fore:) to do nnythiug she did not wish 
to do; l)ut it could bring moral pre.sanro 
to hear upon Canada anil might repreannt 
matters in a light that would induce Can- 
ada to do her utiuoat to fuUil her obli^a- 
tioiia to ni, in fact constrain her to build 
tho road. Tlio British Government were 
ovon now showing their interest in the 
weaterii terminus of tlie railway and 
might be helping to materially aid Can- 
ada in the construction of tho liuilway. 
Tho fight Canada policy of the late Oov- 
ernmonthad resulted disastroualy to tho 
intoroats of tho Provinco on tliia railway 
(luestiou and Mr. Walkem would oxtond 
hia belligerent policy and would fight 
England also, (hear hear.) Ho (Mr. 
Smitho) did not believe in anything of 
tho kind. Everything waa to bo gained 
by a firm and roapoetfui deiiieaiior on our 
part and the better we boro ourHolvea to- 
wards Lord Oarnafvon, the nore roaaon- 
able and even forbearing W(» .night be the 
greater wor-ld our claim bo uiMin the 
good will and asaiatanee of the Imperial 
GoTornment. Tho Governuient had been 
referred to by Mr. Walkem as struggliog 
for their places. It came with very bad 
graoo from tho lion, gentleman to hay 
that. Th(5 imputation of liidfiahiiosa ao- 
plied with as much force to tho Opposi- 
tion as to the other side.and as long as tho 
l\[iuiatry (which was simply a committee 
of tho Ilouse to carry out ilf) eomiiianda) 
weroHUHtained by a majority of the Uouao, 
they would sit there. If the hon. gcutlo- 
man's policy was preferred to that of tho 
(Jovornmont, tho Ministry would change 
places with the Oijposilion. Mr. Walkom 
had twitted the Ciovernnient with cowar- 
dice, because Mr. Pimbury. on hia own 
rosponsibility, had introduced a Hubatan- 
tivo resolution on the subject of tlio l^ai 
narvon Terina which was pn?flod. ilio 
hon. leader of the oppo.sition voted for 
Mr. Piiiibury's resolution and on ihura 
day last ho charaoteriaod the rosolutioi

Tho Government 
had ponsideredat'bdat totake this course, 
and in leaviug-the matter in tbo hands of 
the Secretary of State for the Colonics he 
behoved sub.sGqnont events would show 
thoy had acted wisely, and iu tho true in- 
terests of British Columbia, (Cheers.) 

Mr. Heaven contended that the passage 
of clause 3 of tho roply compelled the 
Iremier to diaaolvo this House, hecanso 
he conceded to Lord Carnarvon another 
year's delay in the ;commeqoement of' 
railway coi-^troot?on, and he did it with- 
out claiming oompensation. The hon.

amended so aa to leave no doubt on this 
point.

He had not violated anv 
Pledge ; , bat., the .leader., of the O im- 
position had heen " guilty of violating a 
solemn plodgo not to allow any change in 
tho terms of union without an appeal to 
tho people. Did be not violate that 
pledge when ho returned from' Englaud 
with the Carnarvon Terms? Ho (Mr. 
Walkem) had said this Government had 
done mischief; but ho had done this coun- 
try an irreparable mischief when in the 
Government. (Cheers.) He bad adopt-, 
ed the fo!e of a propliot and said many of 
tho seats now lillod would be vacated at 
tho next general election. But ho was an 
evil prophet. Ho said that not a mile of 
railway would bo laid during a genera- 
tion. (Hoar.) Ho al<o spoke of Lis 
knowledge of Oxford street. It made him 
(Dr. Tolmie) laugh to think how he ac- 
quired that knowledge, (laughter.) As to 
his allusions to rock and corrupt practices 
he (Dr. Tolmio) repelled them with de- 
rision, and was sorry tho hon. gentleman 
thougbt that people langhed with him. in- 
stead of at him, The hon. gentleman had 
said the Ministry were in places too high 
for them; but ho should be the last to aay 
that. He (Dr. Tolmie) remembered tho 
Edgar trouble ond the state to which the 
country had been reduced by the "Fight 
Mackenzie policy." (Cheers.) 
Mr. Humphreys— 816,000 for rook. 
Dr. Tol mie — My hon. colleague may 
possess his soul in patience. I intend to 
say my say without interruption (cheers). 

Mr. Humphroys — I don't caro' SO long 
as you don't got another sixteen thoasand 
dollars (laughter) , 

Dr, Tolmie— Don't you wi«h you had it 
in your pocket (roars of laughter). The 
Reply was a good one. It was in keeping 
with the Governor's speech, and having 
conceded the summer's dplay, we should 
not go on carping about dangerS'that did 
not oxiat (hear). The claims of the Pro- 
vince had been laid over for a season, 
jnst as a miner's claim is laid over. Edgar 
should have been listened to, and as Mr. 
Maekeiii;ie was very strong in tho Houae 
then tho now terms would have passed 
and we should have had our Island rail- 
way. The leader of the Opposition had 
said that in dealing with Canada we were 
dealing with an onomy. He (Dr. Tolmie) 
did not believe that, but thought Canada 
had strong reasons for wishing to build 
an overland railway, and the- delays were 
in some measnre attributable to the com- 
mercial depression now prevailing in tho 
l']ast. Tho people iu this part of tbo 
Province ought to be tho last to object to 
a short delay in tho selection of the ter- 
minus when they had OTCrything to gain 
from a careful iiujuiry aa to tho best place 
fur u terminus. Tho roply concoded. tho 
single sniumer and did not bend in the 
least to (I.inada. A nonsensical amend- 
moiil had been voted down by tho Houso 
and the country snatained tho Houao 
(clioer;;). Uo believed tho railway would 
come to Esquimalt and iuthatcaao would 
want no oouiponsation. It might go to 
dyko the SumasB and Chilliwhack. If 
the Island road was given out by contniot 
the contractors wonld have the valuable 
coal lands between this port and Nanai- 
mo. The loader of the Oppoaition and 
his supporters wero opposing tho boat 
iiitereaiH (if the Provinco. We had been 
diaagrenable to Canada and she had acted 
like a !it(!piiiother towards us. Referring 
to tho atatomont of tho hon. gontlrsmen 
that ho wa.-^ opposed to circulating poti- 
tions and addresses to iuiluenoe hon. 
members, ho said that in 187^ tha then 
Government, ho believed, sent copies of 
petitions into hi."! (Dr. Tolmio's) district, 
which got no signatures. They wero in- 
tended to cauao the members for that dis- 
trict to sujjport Mr. Walkem's Oovern- 
luont. 

Ca])t. ICv.uis called attention to the fact 

lhat Sir. Walkem was abaont 

Dr. Tolmio— lie ought to be hero. Ho 
fired his gun oil on Thursday in a windy 
manner and now he runs away. This 
Government had been guilty of no chtijge 
and it munt shock tho moral souse of the 
House to hoar tho vague charges of the 
loader of tho Opposition and his follow- 
ers, iiad thoy still some liugering hopo 
of getting back to tho iloahpotsV Vain 
hope! Thoy might as woU diamiaa it from 
their niiiuU (ciicora and laughter) . Great 
Britain waa about to rouow her strougth 
by uniting herself with her colonies, and 
tliia thought gave him groat hope iu Iho 
1 lid-t of tho groat eoinniorcial do[)ro3aion. 
J. the empire was consolidated this place 
v:i)ii destined to bo one of tho greatest 
places iu Britinh Noiith America. Ho re- 
pudiated tho charge that had been fre- 
quently mado by the other nido that tho 
Canadians inteiidad to niisuBe ua, and ro- 
ferred to tho patriotic reinarka of hia col- 
league, who had assortod whon ho read 
tho Reply tliat ho had never soon an/- 
thing like it before. lie had said tho Hamo 
thing uliout otlior matters a score of times 
b fMroand horo sat again - -auipriaBd(roarH 
of hiiiglilorj. Tho hon. member fo_r Cari

go homel There is no chance for legisla- 
tion I He (Dr. Tolmie) trusted the gen- 
tleman would have better sense and would 
recousulor what ho had said (laughter), 
Mr. Armstrong liad said that the Govorn- 
_ment did right in refusing to negotiato 
With Edgar, but he dilfored with him. Tf 
the terms wero not Lord Carnarvon's 
terms thoy were Mr. Mackenzie's and 
should have been accepted. In refusing 
to negotiate the V^alkem Government had 
missed the tide that wonld have led the 
Provinco on to fortune (cheers). After 
twitting Mr. Armstrong for disagreeing 
with his leader, Dr. Tolmie said, in reply 
to Mr.Beaven.thattbeGovernm'enthad oc- 
oeptod Lord Carnarvon's request— not iaa 
carping, captious sp-'rit, but. in a manly, 
tnamier. Tho Ordor-in-Counoil fixing 
Esquimalt as tho tsrminus had never 
been repealed, bocauso there was no rea- 
son why it should bo repealed. There 
was a moral force working in our favor 
and which would continue to work in our 
favor until wo gotonr rights (cheers). 

Mr. Williams contondod that the Mac- 
kenzie Govornmaut had done nothing for 
tho Province, and thought the Reply jeo- 
pardised the lalaud railway, and would 
voto for tho amendment. 

Capt. Evans followed in support of tho 
amendment aud attacked tho position of 
Mr, Armstrong, which ho oharacterizod 
asabsnrd. He said that Lord Dufforin 
was called, when ho came horo, by tho 
English press, Maokonzio's broker, 

Mr, Speaker horo called tho hon, gon- 
Ueuuiu to order, in that ho had no right 
in tho House to make u.so of words disre- 
spectful to Lord Duiferin. (Hoar, hear.) 

Capt. Evans explained that ho did not 
use such words, hut was only noticing 
them as used in a leading paper in Eng- 
land. He thought it a matter of great 
moment that the Government should be 
supported to-day by members who have 
uot the contidonce of their conatituouta, 
Mr. IMara — Before touching on the 
quealion before (ho House asked indul- 
gence of tho Houso to make afewremarks 
of a personal nature. The leador of the 
Opposition stated on Thursday last that 
ho (Mr, Miira) was a Dominion contract- 
or and as such was sitting in this Houso 
in violation of its statutes. That state- 
ment could only have been made with one 
object, viz., to intimidate him and pre- 
sent bun oxpresaiug his views and voting 
on the Railway qaostion. If ho was sit- 
ting there in violation of tho Indepen- 
deuco of Parliament Act, why does not 
that hoD. gentleman apply to the Supreme 
Court for an injunction to restrain him 
from voting? When ho comefi here and 
tolls us that he is only perfo.-ruiDg an un- 
ploasant duty, he falls short in his duty. 
He should carry it still further, and if 
ihoro ia, us he says, a prima fusie case, his 
duty as leader of the Opposition demands, 
that he should prevent him (Mr. Mara) 
from voting. 

Mr. Walkem would state for the hon. 
gentleman's benefit that two counsel were 
engaged in the case. Ho was not going 
to apply for an injunction purely on what 
was in the blue book, as ho, of course, 
could not swear that it was true. 

Mr. Mara said he intended to vote on 
this question, aud would state to the 
House that since he was elected to the 
present Parliament he had never held a 
contract from tho Dominion Government 
nor any of its officials; that he had not 
been interested in any contract, and that 
he had not only .kept -.dear of the letter 
but of tho spirit of the law. Tho hon, 
gentleman must give him credit for inde- 
pendence and conaiatency in at least one 
thing, opposing him, not only during this 
session, but for the past five sessions. In 
1874 when the hon. gentleman attempted 
to open up the Terms of Union he (Mr. 
Mara) stood side by side with Mr. Mc- 
Oreight and Mr. Robertson in endeavor- 
ing tc resist their plana. They wero then 
in a small minority of six. Thatminority 
has increased till to-day they stand with a 
large majority both in the Houso aud 
country, ond he had the pleasure and sa- 
tiifaotion of knowing that the course he 
was to-day pursuing on tho Railv/ay ques- 
tion is publicly endorsed by Mr. Mc- 
Creigbt, Mr. llobortsou and Dr. Holmc- 
kon (cheers.) With regard to th« charge 
made against him that his firm had sold 
goods to the Dominion ho did not think 
that by selling goods to them that ho was 
saciificingi-bia independence any moro 
than ho did when his firm sold goods to 
survey parties under the late Government 
w hen Mr. Bcaven was Ohiof Commission- 
er of Lands and Works. The hon. gen- 
tleman who had brought this charge 
against him will recollect that early in the 
year of 1875, when he had great influence 
with the liighost Kailway ollicial in tho 
Province, he told him (Mr. Mara) in lan- 
guage that was plain and unmista^ieablo 
that his inflnence would bo exerted against 
him(Cnes of "shame,") Did he sncrilico his 
ind('i)eiidenco then? The Journals of tho 
House will show. And as ho owed a duty 
to hia District that returned him by a 
largo majority over the supporters and 
nominoos of Mr. Walkem, and a duty also 
to the I'roviuuo, ho would not bo I'riglil- 
enod by a threat of a S 15,000 lawbuit, but 
would record a vote on the resolution, 
[(Jheers.J As he was fuitreriug from a 
e(jld ho v,-oiild ask that tho dobato ho ad- 
journed. (Carried. 

The Hourui adjourned till '1 o'clock on 
Tuesday.

The same correspondent remarks 
that this affair is of considerable con- 
stitutional importauoe by enforcing 
subordination of German Ministers to 
the Gorman premier. It establishes a 
principle in the dispatch of Imperial 
businesB.which has hitherto been un- 
known to Prussia and other separate 
states.
